Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants and Examiner agreed that the proposed amendment filed 
with the RCE (Paper No. 18) was sufficient to distinguish over the prior art of record since the limitation "ink jet 
recording medium" distinguished over a magnetic recording medium, and aluminum silicate clearly did not comprise 
"fumed alumina", which is produced as generally high purity Al and O. 

The Examiner also noted that claim 54 appeared to be accidently not cancelled, since the subject matter was already 
present in claim 33, and applicants 1 noted an apparent omission of words in the specification on page 10. 

Regarding the allowability of the present claims, the Examiner indicated that a further search and/or consideration 
would be required, but that a substituion of alumina or hydrated alumina with "fumed alumina" would appear to be 
within the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art, as would optimization of the claimed properties. The Examiner 
indicated that proper references specifying this would be provided in the upcoming office action and that applicants 
may want to consider alternative features of the present invention to more adequately distinguish over the prior art. For 
example, the Examiner recommended consideration of a showing of criticallity in either the surface area or particle 
size, in the use of "fumed" versus "alumina" or "hydrated alumina". Other possible distinguishing features of the 
present invention include possibly the use of "at least 95% crystalline fumed alumina" over amorphous or unspecified 
crystallinity fumed alumina, the high particle to binder ratios obtainable by the present invention, the monodisperse or 
"narrow particle size range" of the present invention, or possibly the structural differences that fumed alumina 
inherently possesses versus non-fumed alumina. The Examiner reminded applicants' that support for any amendment 
must be present in the as-filed disclosure or a CiP application must be filed .
